Dr. Arthur Elmore Bostwick is librarian 
of the St. Louis Public Library and one of the 
foremost librarians of the country. He has 
been in library work since 1895, when he took 
charge of the New York Free Circulating 
Library. From 1899 to 1901 he was chief 
librarian of the Brooklyn Public Library, 
thence, returning to Manhattan to become 
chief of the circulation department of the 
‘New York Public Library, where he remained 
until called to St. Louis in October, 1909. 

He has had a wide experience since being 
graduated from Yale University in 1881 
(Ph.D., Yale, 1883), including a period as 
high school teacher and as editor of various 
works and periodicals. He has been editor 
of the science department of the Literary 
Digest for many years, his specialty being 
Physics, and is in constant demand as a 
speaker wherever librarians gather.
